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Larson explains 
theory of play 


The Madwoman of Chaillot, which will open tomorrow in the 


Little Theater, is seen by director Dr. Gerard A. Larson as 
an expression of the theory that unless attention is paid to the 
humble, our life is meaningless. 

“Who is to say,’’ Larson asks, ‘‘who is mad and that the 
Madwoman’s sense of reality is any more bizarre than that 
of a so-called sane person?’’ 

The director feels the play, written by Jean Giraudoux, is a 
story of illusion and reality. This is where, he feels, the Mad- 
woman carries logical ideas to absurd iengths. 


PLAY OF HOPE 
“The play’s humor,’’ Larson comments, ‘‘lies in the paradox 
between what is normally accepted and how the madwomen go 


beyond the normal to find the truth.’’ 
He calls it a play of affirmation and aspiration, a play of hope. 
“Although its argument may be specious to a philosopher,’’ he 


added, ‘‘it can still be inspiring to the common man. 
‘*The impact of the play is couched not in sentimental lines 


or soapbox oratory,’’ finds the director. It is couched to achieve 
its end through the comic spirit, the Gallic spirit. 


UPSETS REALITY 
“Tt is not a play of laughs, but a play of smiles, nods of the 
head and whispers of ‘yes, she’s right’. It upsets our sense of 
reality and makes us ask what is real and what is fantasy. 


“It is a play of fantasy, a dream of hope that we want to come 


to pass although we know it never will,”’ he concluded.

Preserved fish, herbs, ginger 
and other spices were once con- 
tained in the Chinese pottery 
jars found by the two collec. 
tors in an old Chinese dump 
near Virginia City, Nevada. 


The ink bottles were found 
near lone and Jackson. Tinted 
by minerals in the soil, the 
purple ball and claw came from 
the desert near Goldfield, 
Nevada. 


The collection includes a 
number of bottles with 
“whittle’’ marks, which are 
slight indentations made in a 
handcarved wooden mold, one 
of the earlier types of bottle 
molds used.
